^^'illlam Barry, on remand from the 
4tli iiist., cliargod with wanton cruelty to 
a liUlu dog, waa tho tirat caso called, 

Mr. Yales, for tho prosoculion, slated 
th.at llio boy who saw tho prisoners 
run after .striking tho dog wore not to bo 
found, but two witnossea would bo pro- 
duced who wouhl testify that tho priaon- 
ors camo to their house instead of running 
down the street. 

Mrs. Barnswell sworn, doposod lo 
knowing the prisoner. Ho called at her 
houao on Sunday, the ii8lh, aoinewliero 
between tlireo iuid four o'clock, she 
thought. 1 told tho iiolice ollicer and 
Mr. Ellia that 1 could not toll the exact 
tinio. I'riaoner and another yfiuiig mm 
atayed at the house for about an h<iui . 
Ho was on busineas. A man whom I 
think waa named Whitcombu waa with tho 
prisoner. Tho young man did not iiieii- 
tiou anything about Mr. Ellis' dog. 'I'lie 
men did not appear hurried at all when 
they called. 1 know iho defeiidiinl well ; 
know his wholo family, llo introduced 
hia friend Whiten iibo. Ilw;is still day- 
light wlieii he left the Inniso, 

.lames liurnswell said : 1 know llio 
m;in Barry, I remember seoiuK hhn in 
my house on Sunday, Decoiiiber IJUtli, 
1 i came t n tell me what time llo would 
gn 111 unrk with me al Cedar Hill in llie 
mnriiiiig, Wlioii iio called nn me 
1 shniild say il was belweeli 
three and four. He bad been al 
the house (iiiitu a while, it miglii 
have been an hour or more before the 
children camo homo from Sunday scbonl. 
Ho might have atayed a:i hour or Iwn, I 
could lint HH}-. 1 went lo the dour wiih 
him when ho went out. It was broad day- 
light. 1 have known Harry snico bo waa 
a child. 1 liave not seen him aiiice Stiii- 
day. Oh, yes, 1 saw him mi tho street 
yesterday, but did not talk tn him. liave 
not spoken to him since the .Sunday ho 
called on me. I have not talked to any- 
one about this case since. 

Mrs. Lane called — I saw Mr. Ellis on 
tho Btreet on Sunday afternoon. I lieai il 
a little .boy, U'illie J>arii,iwell, say thai 
the two men, Bari'y and Whilcoinbo, weie 
at Jlr. ISarnsweirs house a few niiiiuUia 
after I saw Mr. Ellis on the alreol. 1 saw 
Mr. Ellis again going home. Did not hi o 
him speak to any little boys. 1 should 
say it was two o'clock or a little after when 
1 saw .\lr. Ellis. 

Mr. Yaloa hero resled the case for tho 
prosecution. He said he bad had coiisid- 
erablo ditliculty to contend against in the 
fact that tho principal witiieaaca were old 
friends of the prisoner. Barry said the 
three boys in court saw him coming n«:i' 
the hill. He did not see the neceuait y nf 
calling them, however. 

His honor thought it would be bettor to 
call evidence. 

Frank Hijiper sworn, aaid he did 
not see the prisoner carrying any 
bono when passing Mr. Ellis' houae. 
He did not walk any quicker when passing 
than before. 

To bis honov When 1 heard the dug 
Ip, the defendant was ten nr twenty 
yards ahe.-id of the dug, he had p;isscd the 
dog. 'I'lio defendant did not pa^s clo.se In 
Mr. Ellis' house. 1 was standing in frnnl 
of llcv. Mr. Eraser's house when 1 fir.st 
/ the two men. I went to see what 



was the mattor with the dog about live 
miiiutea after the two men passed. 

To Mr. Y'ates — Those men camo over 
the hill. I could just see tho tops of their 
hala over a rock. I recngnized them 
when they were on top of the bill. Did 
not pay parliculiir notice lo tliein. Only 
after I heard the dug yelp 1 Innkeil round. 
1 could not see tho dog at liial. When I 
got up where 1 could see it, it was at Mr. 
Ellis' fence lyijig down, the dog oouldn 1 
have run a hundred yards from the time 
I her.rd it yell till I .saw il. When I an» 
the defendant lio waa about ten yards 
from the dog. Did not notice aiiytliing 
in Ilia hands. 

Mr. Y'aies suggested that OfiScer Levin 
bo pub in the box, to disprove a portion 
of Mrs. Barnswell's statements. 

Oflicer Levin sworn: I wont in com- 
pany wirh Mr. Ellis, ,rr., tn see Mrs. 
I'arnswell. I fntnidniit fnnii the cliildreii 
thai the ilefemliuil hiid called on her. I 
then asked her and alio said Marry and 
his conipaiiinn called at about two o'c'lock 
and stayed one hour or an hour and a 
half. 

Hia honor enquired on what grounds 
Mr. VatoB based his proaecut ion. 

Mr. Yates replieii that il w,is a case nf 
wiintnii cruolty, thnughllo;i,.t perliaps; but 
still all that had been charged in the in- 
forni.-if inn had been fully ]iinvcil. 

His liiiniir remarked that as far as he 
could understand, tho defendant bote 
ntitbor Mr. ElIHs nor his dog any enmity. 
He pri.bably never saw the dog boforo. 
It waa very likely that thoy were passing 
and tho puppy ran out and jumped about 
thom to lie poltod, ns a little dog will, and 
tho defendant atruck him or kicked him, 
not inteiidtng to break his leg. 

Mr. Y'atea remarked thai he tbougbt 
the caao as recited by the iiiagiBtrate had 
been comtdotoly proved. Tho act was one 
of wanton cruelty, and that was all that 
was charged.

X TERKIliLE CRJ.ilE. 

Particulars of the Komlul Crime at Giliuftn, 
W. T.-A Fiend Who Uuaerved Lynching. 

The following particulars of tho tragedy 
at Gilmaii, VV. T., resulting in the mur- 
der of thi'oo persons, tho wounding of 

four othora, and the lynching of the 
assassin, have been recoived: It ap])Oars 
that snini! iiiniilhii ngn Alfred Sholliird as- 
aaiiltod tho wife of Genrgu Bndayla, for 
which offence he waa jailod for seven 
days. After being released, Shoflard ru- 
turncd lo < lilinan and awore to have r..'- 
vengo, if ho had to kill Bodayla's entire 
family. For this throat ho was again 
sent to jail for ninety days, and on his ro- 
lense ho renewed his threat against Bod- 
ayla. Slioflard at length became so of- 
fensive that liodayla decided to Icavo tho 
village and made prepar'itioiis for hifi do- 
[larturo. When .Sholl'ard learned of Bod- 
ayla's intenlioii be grow moru abusive and 
outspoken as to what he was going 
to do, and fearing an attack Bodayla 
got two friends, John and Michael 
Surlock to sleep in his house as guards. 
On Christmas night nn attempt was made 
to blow up the linusu and its occupanla 
with a keg nf |inwder, but tlio explnaivo 
used being ordinary lilasliiig iiowder, ilB 
force waa expended nn the ground bo- 
nealh the house. Ij.idayhi waa colin.soUed 
tnliave the man arrested, but he doclnreil 
it useless as he inleinlod to leave in a few 
days, lie tliuj'oforo remained in the Iiou jo 
with his family, and the two guards as pm- 
tectioii. On Monday morning abou 4;n0 
n'cloci; tho iioighbnrs were arnuaed and 
staclled liy aierrilie oxplnsioii, and mi 
hastening in the direction wlionoe the e\- 
plnsioii |.ri.ceeiled, they were liorrilied lo 
iind Bodayla's hniiseliad been deniolisheil, 
not enough being loft to show what it had 
been. Groans were heard amont; the 
ilithyii, when laiitorns were hastily pro- 
eitred and a search instituted, The titsl 
\ icliins fnuiiil were tlio two liriillior^,.lnliii 
iind Michaid .Surlnck, bntb dead and 
i frightfully m.mgled. Tiie little ninc- 
vear old girl of IJndiiyla bad been 
inatjiiitly killed, but her body 
waa not torn or disfigured. George B 1- 
da3'la waa found with his left leg hanging 
by the muscles, while hia wife was re- 
moved fium the ruina in an unoonscimri 
cnndilinii. Tho two younger children 
were terribly bruised, ihnugh nnt danger- 
misly hint. .After llie lir.sl exeitoiuoiit 
bad eoi.leddnwn, the minors made ;i nn h 
for .Sliotl'ard's cabin. He was found feign- 
ing alcep; but a search revealed tho f.-iet 
that he had but just returned, the mud 
on his boots being still , web. He was 
handed over to the authorities, but later 
in tho day the citiisens took him from tho 
ahcritfand lynched hun, stringing his 
bndy up to a convenient tree,

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THB PlSllKKV liKGULATIOJJS. 

It is quite evident that the Fishery 
Regulations fur the Province of Britisli 
Culumbis were drown up by some one n'lui 
poBseases but a very imperfect knowlcdi,'o 
of the requirements of the salniun fiaiiury 
of till} Province. Three of the most; iiii- 
Ijurtiiiit iif thoao rogulatinns aro so iiiap- 
liliealilo tn tlio circimisliiiices unilor wliich 
lln; tisliery ill this Proviiioo is ciu'rii.-(l on 
tl.;il they 'U'c eiii|ilitil icnlly ftiul iinaiii- 
juuiisly eiiinleiiineil liy caniier.s and otliurs 
intorusteil in tlie lislierics tm uvery ]iart 
of tho coast. ThoBo guntlunioii aro nf 
opinion that if the regulations are strictly 
carried out tho British Columbia canning 
business will be simply ruined. If the 
rei^iilntions wore drawn up for the special 
ptu'pnscnf luiiuiiiir Llio business uiiprolita- 
l)!e ami of driviiii,' all eiitLM'[irising and law- 
iiliiiliin^ men out of it, ihoy ctmld not liiive 
boon belter caleilliUoil to ellect tliat ob- 
jeel. W'o are iitiite sine that it was not 
the iiiloiition of the Minister of Marino 
and Fialiuriua tn injure tlio eannint; bii.si- 
ncsa ill any way. His nhject is evidently tu 
preserve the fish and to make the lisliery ,i 
pornmnent source of wealth to the ri<i- 
vince. But to do this it is surely not iie- 
cessai'y to ruin thosu who have invested 
thoir money in this vei-y important indus- 
try. W'e are ((iiito sure that sutii- 
cient care (;iin be t:d;en tu preserve tho 
tish witliuiit at the stiiiie time intlieting se- 
rious injury uii those onv'iij,'ed in 
the tisln-ry. 'Die Minister iiuist bco 
that it is uf tho tit moat iin- 
por..ance that any re^'iilatinns he may 
,.aii|)t siuMild have the eu.dial Hjiproval of 
at least a majority (jf the caniiera. Rcgu" 
lations which they unanimously condeuui 
cannot be strictly carried out. They will, 
in fact, be inoperative; so that rules wiiich 
aro unreaflonably stringent and are not 
aii.iiiteil ti. the eirciimsfancos under which 
t!i.' li. lu iy IS eturied on will have tlie same 
o;ij.;; :;3 no ndoH at all. Wo sue already 
111 a [iioiiiieial contemporary, auniething 
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II disregard tlie 
re Mil.iiMi;., alio_'etlier. 'I'll i.s is to bo de- 
](!■■ eateil. It. i.i iiiipurtaiit that tho sal- 
mon tishery should he regiilalod, hut the 
reguliuioua should be .such as all reaaon- 
able men would approve and find it to 
their interest strictly to observe. No ono 
wants to see the British Columbia salmon 
fishery degraded into a lawless business. 

The canners take exception to Regula- 
tion Two, which saye. that "meshes fornets 
used for cafituring salmon shall bo atloa.at 
.six inches u.^teiisiou measure." E.fpurienee 
lias proved that, this i.s tm, larf,'o a 
mesli. I'he Krilish Columliia K.ilmon i.s 
not \-ery lar.;e and a very !,'reat ]iinpor- 
tioii .,1' the .„'n,„l lish would L;et throu.^'h a 
si;, inch mesh. A meeting, hold un tho 
27l1i of iSovembor last, which was attend- 
ed l>y the repi-oseiitatives of the canneries 
of Fiasur river and the -rivers on the 
northwest coast, passed a resolution de- 
clarini,' that "meshes of drift nota used for 
capturing salmon shall not bo loss than 5.J 
inches in extenaioii. " The diirorcnco bo- 
tutieii a six-inch me.sli and a 
'i\'" and lhree-<|uai-ter8 inch ino.sli 
i.s, oil the l''r;isiu- liivor, the diU'ereiicu lio- 
tween the Hiieeess and the failure of .a sea- 
Bon's fishiiiL;. Wo do not ihink that tlu^ 
Minister will insist on this regulation when 
ho finds that those best acquainted with 
the British Columbia fishery declare that 
it is too large by a quarter of an inch. 

Sub-section 0. of regulation number 
tlireo reads: "Drift nets fdiall not be so 
used aa to (ihstriiet more lliaii oiio-tliird 
of any river." A-ainst tliia re-ulalion 
the ciiineiH most vi|.;orously protest. A 
net that umild olistrtict on(!-third of the 
narrow Jiart of a rivor would ho perfectly 
useless whoro tho river is wide. Fi.shiii" 
with such short nets as would bo thuK 
legal would bo simply a aham and a de- 
lusion. Tho fish would have so much 
room to oBcapo right, and loft, that there 
would be no chance of catching any. The 
rule is unnecessary, for one-third of tho 
rivi'i' iscpiite enough ap.aco for tho lish to 
escape liy and atl'ords stillicient room for 
iiaviu'at ion. There lias, heretofore, boon 
niMniiiplaiiilK of inidiie obstruction. The 
owners of Hteamahiii.a and the cnuuora 
liave got along hai'moniously together, 
and neither tho small moshes nor the 
long nota have prevented myriads of sal- 
mon getting up tlio rlvor where they die 
ill groat nurabera. Experienced lisher- 
meii say that the rostriotion which tho reg- 
ulai ion makes, if carried out, would limply 
make canning on the FraBeran'iinpoBsibil- 
jty and they ai'o quite at a loss (o «ee Jiovr,

liny one who knew anything about linhing 
salmon on the Frnser could adi'iso tho Do" 
partiuont to make such a regulation. The 
amendment to tho regulation suggested by 
the British Columbia Board of Trade is as 
follows : "Drifting with salmon nets shall 
be confined to tidal waters, and drift-nets 
shall not bo fished no as to obstruct more 
than two-thirds fclie width of any river." 
Two-thirds has been tho limit herotoforo 
ttnd tbeio is no reason why it should be 
changed. 

Suiisection e of Regulation Number 
three read.s : " l''isliiiig for .sidmoii sliidl he 
diacontiiuied from six o'clock a. m. on 
Saturday to bIx o'clock a. m. on the fol 
lowing Monday. This regulation is de- 
clared by the canners to be very ingen- 
iously devised to injure their business, 
nerutofore llshing has boon discontinued 
;it twelve o'chiek lUi Salurihij- and not re- 
sumed until .si.t. o'clock in the evening of 
.Sunday. Tliia gave the aaliuoii a clear 
river to run in for thirty lioiira every 
week, and it allnwcd the caiinors six clear 
days a week in which to carry on their 
operations. This was- convenient for 
ilioiii and it gave tho hands a long rest. 
]5ut tho now regulation takes Monday and 
t ho wIkjIc or part of Tuesday from tho can- 
nor's week. The boats do not ^o out 
until Monday morning and the whole of 
that day and part of the next will he lost 
before there aro any liali at the canning 
eatablislimcnta. Surely the (Jovorninont 
never iiiti'iided to force the canners to 
keep their factories idle for a fmirtli or, 
perhaps, a third of each week during tho 
short tisliiiig season. Then the long idle 
spoil would give tho men, many of whom 
aro Indians, time to got drunk in, and 
when Monday morning came a large per- 
centage of them would not be in a condition 
to go to work. The objections to this re- 
Culation are thus clearly and forcibly stat- 
ed by an uxpiu'ieiiced [lacker. " To in- 
crease (the period of weekly diseontiiiua- 
tioii of lishiiiu') would heeipially vexatious 
to .salmon packers and lislieriiien. The 
lipss of tish to the former and of time to 
the latter by a Ioniser enforced idleness 
would largely diminish the jirolits of both 
parties. It must be remembered that 
this period of idleness every week is a 
season of temptation to tho tishermon, 
and while there are many honornble ox- 
coptioiia, great iiumbora spend tho time in 
gambling and drunkenness, which in ad- 
dition to tho injury done to thomaelvos is 
a source of great loss to the canneries, as 
the men are incapable of resuming work 
forseveral days after the times of deliatich- 
ory." As we have ali-oady shown, a longer 
weekly cessation is not necessary, as the 
thirty hours discontinuance has been 
quite suflicient to permit of iunncnse 
numbers of salmon getting past the por- 
tion of the rivor in which thoy are in dan- 
ger of being caught in tho nets. Tiiis is 
juoved by tho immense numbers that find 
their way up tho river to die in 
tlie fresh water, and in tiie fact that old 
iishermeii are not yet abli^ to observu that 
tlie number of tish that enters the river.'^ 
every spring haa tindergnne ,any diiuinu- 
tioii. The proprietors and a','ents of the 
Baliiiun caiiueries recommend that pro- 
visions ho made for the preservation of 
salmon that are not found in tho Qovern- 
ment'e regulations. They aro contained in 
tho following resolution : — " No ,nets 
with meshes of loss oxtension than 7 A 
inches bo used on Fnio'-r river between 
the 25tli of .•\ugust and the Isl of Soptoin- 
lier, and tli;it there be an annual close 
Season for rivers throughout the province 
from the liOth of October till the 1st of 
]'"ebruary." These recommeiidaliinis show 
that the packers un; desirous nf adopting 
every rea.ioiialile measure lor thoiueser- 
vition of the salmon, hut they cannot be 
e qiected to accept without protest legula- 
tioiia, which, if carried into effect, they 
know will do irreparable harm to their 
industry and, by consequence, to the pro- 
vince generally. It is to be hoped that 
the Minister of Marine and Fisheries will 
euileuvor to obtain a kiiowledgo of the 
Id'itish Ciiluiiibia aalnion lislierie.i and 
have rules made for conducting them 
adapted to tliu conditions under which 
they are prosecuted. 



• A MAB1NB5 RAILWAY. 

Among the Dominion's public works 
the Chignecto Marine Railway will not 
bo tho least important or the least inter- 
esting. By means of this road ships of 

all sizes and sorts, fully laden, will bo 
convoyed across the neck of land that se- 
parates tho (lulf of St. Lawronco from the 
Bay of F'undy. The distance is seventeen 
and a half miles. The vessel to lie drawn 
from Olio body of water to the otluir ia 
floated into a receiving dock at ono end of 
the road. The diinenaiona of this dock 
are DIX) foot long and 300 feet wide. Ad- 
joining this is tho lifting dock, which is 
250 feot long and 60 wide. From the re- 
ceiving basin the vossol is floated into the 
lifting dock. There she is placed on a 
"criullo" to which she is securely fant- 
eiied. The hydraulic lifts then raiao the 
slii]i, eriulle and all, a height of forty feet 
on to the rails. This cradle is really the 
ear on which the ship is conveyed across 
the isthmus. The railway will he a double 
track of steel rails. The raila aro, of 
comae, very heavy, weighing 110 pounds 
to the yard. So the cradle will run mi 
four linos of rails instead of two, as an or- 
dinary car does. It is expected that it 
will take two hours and a li.ilf to convey 
the ship from water to water. This iii- 
clmles the hoisting and lowering at each 
terminus. To vcsaels bound for tlui I'ni- 
tod States or anywhere south of the (lulf, 
this railway will save a long and, at some 
seasons of tho year, a rather d.angorous 
sail. Thi^ coiitrai tiu's aru at wiu-k, and 
wdien the spring comes their force of men 
will bo greatly increased. Tho marine 
railway when finished will.it isestiinatod, 
cost five and a half millions of dollars.

CHRISTMAS AT HOPE. 

ICorreBDondence of 'I'liK Colon iHi'l. 
You will now doubt, be interested with 
a deaoriiilioii of the Cbristmas decorafciona 
of llopo church, which waa a magnificent 
sight, got up entirely by the Indians at 
their own expense. 

I'rcci.sely at iO;-4r> p. in. on Christmas 
eve as the church bell rang, the road from 
one end to the other of tbo Indian Uesorvu 
was lighted up on both sides with basket 
lautcriia, representing all the colors of tlio 
rainliow. These baskets wore attached to 
ani.ill spruco trees placed in the ground 
about twelve feet apart, each one of thi' 
l.aak.-la hold ing a c;',n(lle ; four llai;-al:'t!a 
were erected, two at each end of the vil- 
lage, also decorated with variegated col 
Died lights; whore the rojul turned oil' to 
go to tile church was also illuminatcil in 
the same manner, and another IhiL' stall', 
sixty feet long, was erected; these five llag- 
stafl's were flying the church lliiR bearing 
the clnircli motto, "Religion, Temjier- 
.-iiice, Civilization." At the further end of 
the road lieyoiul the church on the liank 
of the I'l aser river, another tlagatatl' whs 
erected, also beautifully decorated aud 
illuminated, flying '"The Union .lack of 
Old England." Just aa the dock struck 
11 p. in. the cannon fired seven salutes in 
honor of our most gracioust Majesty the 
t.,»uoen, and as the chick told the hour of 
midnight a general salute was tired by tlie 
Indians to announce and welcome the 
nativity of our Saviour. As the church 
doors were thrown open every one was 
struck with the beauty and taste of the 
decorations uf artificial flowers around the 
building; above the altar -was printed in 
large goldenlotters "Gloria in E.reehinDeo. 
The iiiiiliiight mass was conduc'ed iiy the 
Kev. l''athtr I'eytavin, U. .M. I., anil 
lasted for two hours, the Indians all tak- 
ing the Holy Communion. The singing 
was splendid, especially the "Adesle Ki- 
delea," which was rendered in good stylo, 
Pierre, the Hope chief, leading the choir. 
Kvery one seemed to enter heart and aoiil 
in celebrating the birth of Our Saviour 
I'hii.st. Too nnn h praise and credit caii- 
iiol lie triven to the Indians for the taste 
they displayed in their decorations, and 
for the ipiiet, orderly manner that they 
conducted themselves throughout the 
whole of their Christmas celebration.

The part of the Courtenay River bridgi 
reported washed away was some pile^ 
driven last winter to support th.at totter 
ing slructure.

As for the road being "entirely de- 
stroyial," it only cost ten dollors to jmt it 
in heller repair than it was when "plaeud 
ill good order last auniliier." The gr.avel 
ia swept clean oil' the roadbed of stones at 
the junction of the rivers every winter, 
and hiat summer (surtdy to save expense) 
it was not laqilaeed, ciinsei|iieiitly when 
people cro.ssed that portion of the road 
they were fain to alight, and they did not 
bloHH the ruling powers as their vehicles 
jolletl over. But siiico the freshet, the 
gravel h;iM been replaced, and ao lb.: mad 
is now in better condition than last sum- 
mer. If the governiiieiiL would, unci; for 
all, r.iiae that small ])iece of read four 
feel higher than it in, it would save the 
Bteudy annual eipeuse of ro-gravolling.

To THK Editor; — 1 will endeavor to 
anawer the tpiostiona of your correspond- 
ent, "11. ,r. IL," lu. briully as powiblo. 

First, was the -Itli eominaiidiiieiit not a 
part of the Mosiac law ( 1 answer that 
depends on what you mean by the term 
"Mosiac." The moral law contained in 
the ten coinmandmonts was given by JIo- 
Bes, but was in no other sense Mosiac; 
that law containuig the eternal principles 
uf justice lying at the foundation of uU hu- 
man laws and giving them authority. The 
civil law of the .Tews was Mosiac and has 
passed away with their national exiatenco, 
and the religious or ceremonial law 1ms 
passed away, for Christ has fulfilled it; 
but the moral law as contained in the ten 
comm.iiidincnta can never pass away. 

i2nd. — Was this law given to any other 
but the Jewish nation; if so, what other? 
The answer hero is very simple. Did 
(iod reveal llimaelf at all to any other 
people as to the .lows, and would your 
correspondent think the aixtli or seventh 
coinmaiulinent waa invalidated by the fact 
that they also were only revealed to the 
.lews/ But the Sabbath waa given from 
till! beginning of the history of the race, 
and if 1 had space 1 could give some inter- 
esting facts with regard to its having been 
known in Egypt. This much is certain, 
the division of time by periods of seven 
days was known toother nations. 

lird. Was not the Mosaic law the aclionl- 
master to bring the .lews to Christ/ Yea, 
the moral law, aa well aH the coromouial 
law, served this purpose, aiul tlio moral 
law is still doing the work of the school- 
iiiastor. It is quite evident that this 
sclioolinaster has neon abroad in Victoria, 
and that be is much needed among us yet. 
When we leave acbool wo do not abolish 
the sclionliiiaster or forgot his leaching, 
we make room for new pupils and go lait 
into the world to carry out the principl 
he has instilled into us. 15y the law is 
I he knowledge of sin, and ibc law must 
i.'xiat as long aa siiiiierM exist. 1 never 
knew nor heard of a follower of Christ 
who was a Sabbath breaker, for whatever 
his views of tlio moral law may be, he is 
sure to delight in a day devoted to Christ's 
worship and service. 

•till. Whs it not the niisaioii of Christ 
to make an end of the law, to fulfil the 
law, make it hoiioral)le, ;ind take it 
out of the way, nailing it to His cross? It 
was the niissson of Christ to make an end 
of tho la>v, as a inoana of justification, 
"for i-.y the deeds of the law could no tlcsh 
be just ilieil. " It waa His mission to ful- 
fil the law and make it honorable, and 
this He accuiiipliahed by His perfect 
obedience, but He tlid uul take it out of 
the way, nor nail it to His cross. The 
passage your correspondent quotes 
reads thus: "Blotting out the hand- 
writing of ordinances that was against 
lis, which was contrary to us, aud took it 
out of tbo way, nailing it to Ilia eroaa," 
(Col. 2 and l-t.) T'lie mural law cannot 
be put out of the way. 

oili. .Seeing that there was ne penalty 
.ittaclieil to the non-observance of the 
aeveiitli day before it became part of the 
Mosaic law, what reason would you give 
that its non-observance now is dia|ileaaing 
to (hid, it being clear that the law was 
removed as a ciirac, which it was, to all 
that bad to do with it .' There are two 
extraordinary Btateiiienta here — First, 
that there was no penalty attached to the 
non-obaorvancu of the Sabbath before the 
law was given from Mount Sinai. Where 
did your correapoiideiit- get this iiifornia- 
tioii'/ If I hid gave the .S.ibhath law be 
fore tin; Mosaic law wliieh your correa- 
poiident adinita very inconsistently, that 
law could not he broken without bringing 
sufreriiig and loaa on thuae who were 
guilty, simply because the law was iiecea- 
saiy for the welfare of mankind. The 
second sttitenient is, "that the Sabbath 
law proved a curse to all that had to do 
with it." How any tnan ivitli his I'.ible 
in his hand could make siii.'h a sLalcmmt 
ia astonishing indeed; why the eurae that 
fi'il upon t he .lews is (b'elared again and 
again to ha\e come Ihroiigb breaking the 
.•^alibatli law, and Goil'a blessing is over 
and over again promised to them if they 
will keep his .Sabbaths, (see Isa. 58 and 
Li, Amos ,S. -l to 10. 

(ith. Did not the CbriHli:in .Iowa who 
sou^dit tt) bring the Mosaic law into force 
again, meet the disappn/val of (iod / Yes, 
meaning by the Mosaic law the ceremonial 
1,1 w, the apostle never sought to abolish 
t he moral law. 

7th. Do not the following jiasaagi s 
from tlie ins]iired letli'rs of .St. Paul alnov 
th;il till! .luil.ii/.ing was in the matter of 
the .Saldiath as well ;is other things on tli.' 
law ( See Gal. 4 and 10 and (i. Certainly 
the .Jews had made the law of God of 
none efi'ect by their traditious, and the 
apostles and Christ Himself found it need- 
ful to correct their false views about tho 
Sabbath law. .See ISIark II., L'T and L'8. 
Ittit warning against an abuse of the S.ab- 
bath law is not abolishing, but upholding 
it, And liere let mo ask why Christ ac- 
cepts the Lorilsbij) of tbe Saiibath, if he 
came into the world to abolish it. Ho 
surely would not coll Himself Lord of nn 
institution that "had jmived a curse to 
all wdio h;id anything tn do with it." 

.Sth. W,is not the lii.st day of tin; «eok 
called the Loid'H d,ay, liocanse it was His 
reauriect ic 111 day/ Certiiinly, and for 
the reason given .above also, and iia 1 have 
stated before the change of day does not 
toui li tlie principle of tho Sabbath law, 
which ia a seventh portion of time for roat 
and worship. 

!)th. Seeing that the details of 
the .Sabbath law prohibited oven the 
gathering of an .-irniful of wood 
anil the p'onalty was to lie stoned to deat h 
is it not folly to t;dk of Sabbath-keeping / 
1 answer, the |ieiialty in the .Jewish state 
of breaking the seventh coniiiiandment 
waa stoning to death, it is not folly to apeak 
of keeping the seventh coniniandment. 
Such reasoning will not .satisfy me. The 
])0iiall ies attached to the breach of the 
Sabb.'ith Law were meant for the ,lewa and 
have no bearing whatever on tho perinan- 
tuico of the law itself. In the finirlh 
commandinont I here i.s no stalenieiit o( ,l 
penalty, and ihesu details as to wh.at 
might be done or not done on the Sab 
bath have no bearing on tho (pioation.

1. Waa not thia Sabbath observance a 
part of tho Mosaic law. 

X. Yes and no. Tho Sabbath waa in- 
atituted at the creation. "And on the 
sovciith day God ended his work, which 
Ho had made, and He rested on tho sev- 
enth day from all the work which Ho had 
made, and God bleaaed the seventh day 
and sanctified it, etc. — Gen. ii., 2 and 3 v. 

At Sinai — "Ueiiienibor tho .Sabbath day 
to keep it holy," etc. For "In six 
days the Lord made Heaven and earth, 
the sea, and all that in tlioin is, and reated 
oil tho seventh d.-vy, wdiorefore the Lord 
blessed the Sabbath day and hallowed it. 
Ex. XX., Sand 11 r. 

The Mosaic law abrogated by Christ 
was the rcii indiiiid law ; tho 4th coni- 
niandment fiiriiiH part of the mond law ;

10 v.)" and aa His custom was 
He went into the aynagogue on tho Sab- 
bath day and stood up to read, (St. Luke 

X. l(i V. 

11. .Seeing tli.at the punaltj- for non- 
observance of tho S.abhath was to be stoned 
to ile.ith, i» it not folly to talk of S.abbiitli- 
kceping / J{ead on — "Tho man that com- 
mitteth adultery with another man's wife, 
the adulterer and the adulterosa shall bo 
surely put to death. (Lev. XX. 10 v.)" Ia 
it not folly to obaerve tho 7lh Command 
meiit / .'^gaiii- and "Mosea ajiake to tho 
children of Israel that thoy should bring 
forth him that hiul cursed, out of the 
cninp and stone hiiu with stones; and 
tho children of Israel did so." Ii it not 
folly to talk of observing tho 3rd Com 
inandnient ? 

No, undoubtedly the observance of tbo 
.Sabbath is of moral oi)lig,ition and aj 
]ilu.'s to the ,leus no more than to any 
other ij;ilioii bofore or since. It is 
jirivilege both physically and morally. 
To thia practice has been attributed much 
of England's t/reatiiess. Those who will 
sneer at this will probably sneer also at 
the Bible. Let IL J. H. ponder the fol 
lowing text and perhaps ho will find that 
the Sabbath has a peculiar sanctity and 
its olKcrvance a peculiar blessing: "If 
thou turn away thy foot from the S;ib- 
balh, from liojnir thy jdeasiire on My 
holy day, and call t li,- "Sal .1 .ath a delight", 
the holy of the Lord boiiourablo ; and 
shall honour Him iu>t doing thine own 
pleasure, nor speaking lliiiie own words, 
ihen ahidt thou delight thyself in the 
Lord. :ijid I will cau.i,' tlifo to ride upon 
the high |ilaces of the earth," etc. la.
